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In fact rapid* After eervin^ In Xiondon a^d at )*ortlBnd, Oregon, in 1.919, he vae 
appointed a memher of the Japanese delegation to the yexoaillee Peace Coi^oraDce. 

Then ensued aeTeral years during which he earved at n aeetlon cbief In the Foreign 
Office at home. Hie next aseignment took him to China and started a relatipnahin 
with that country Wlaich was to influence hie entire dhstlny thareaftpr. From 1925 on, 
with the exception of a year In Berlin froo Pecember 1927 to February 1939, as ^ 
Councillor of the Ihihaaey, he eerred In China for eight years, Aurlni; which time it 
was well known that he was heartily dieliked by the millteryw Xhe turning point . 
in hie^Ml^tione with the military came during the afr^called Shanghai Xnoid^t of 
1932 ihien a bCnb wae thrown by a Korean reTOlut^nazy at an lSmperoF*6 pay celebraUon* 
The J^atteee irny commander of the area was killed. Admiral SQMUltK Xlehiaaboro was 
blinded In one eye, and Siac^TSC, who had alrea^ attainea the rank of Minister 
by that time, lost a leg. The adlltary stopped calling blto namee tfanr^f ter, :^and 
in the following year,, he was elevated to the ^et of Tlet-klninter of :^Forelgn Affaire, 
He served in that pooitlbn for three years until he vaa enpolrited Amhsssador to the 
USSB in X936, After two years in the Soviet Union, he st^eesded TOSHIDA Shigeru as 
Ambafsadbr to the Court of St. James* In December of 1941^ ha beoame Ambassador to 
the Hanking Cfotemaent, serving in that post" until recalled to Japan to become Minister 
of Foreign Affairs in TOJOU Cabinet. In the ORme post in the HOI 30 Cabinet in 1944, 
he served concurrently ae Mnlater for CreSter Kami Asia. He realgned on 7 April 
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1945 but vae recalled' on 17 Auj^i^()|ff|ti|(4rif(^ dlplonatic eatablishment 

once ati;aih in the UIvASIiXKUKI *<Surrez!4er oAlnet", and accordin^l^t he headed the 
V Japanc&e dele/sation to the USS hiescuri* With the cosing of the Occupation* darker 
cay 0 Were in •.toyenfor hin. At the ineletence of the VSSU^ he was iaoicted and tried 
at a war criminal 'alUiou^ there was oontldeiable doubt as to the propriety of 
brincln^ him to trial. He was finally sentenced to seTen yeara ittprieoni&eQt* the 
Il^teet sentence steted ^oat by the International ^illitary Tribunal for the Far last. 

In ^OTea^ber 1950» he was paroled, evoking several official protests from the USSR
